LONDON, ‘April 27.—Cases of ships 

being lost at sea have become so numer- 
ous during the last four or five months 
that the marine insufance agencies 
here are instituting investigations into’ 
the circumstances of these “ digasters,” 
on many of which the full claims have 
been paid.

The most suspicious circumstances 
attending many recent sinkings, the 
underwriters declare, have been their 
almost unfailing occurrence within 
eafe reach of land.

‘as the troops now total 130,000, the 
coat of their upkeep being 3,000,000,000 
paper marks (600,000,000 gold marks) 
annually. 

Dr. Simons is said to be willing to 
add 8,000,000,000 geld marks to the 
reparations offer if Germany is not 
forced to expend such a large sum for 
maintaining the allied contingents.

Hhenstrom, 17, pleaded guilty to an 
attempt to blackmail Stokes by means 
of threatening letters.

Eager for Damaging Note. 

In federal District court Stokes was 
subpened to appear as a witness 
against Frank A. Hanscom of Troy, 
charged with using the malls in a 
scheme to defraud.

PERILS OF CARELESSNESS. 
N a silk mill village in North Carolina, 
Dr. McBrayer telis us, ninety persons 
have died from consumption in the 
last twenty years, It is only a small 
place, with an average population of 400 
in recent years, and in earlier times 
there may not have been more than 200 
there, 

On a basis of 400 population this is a 
consumption rate eight times the aver- 
age for the country at large, while the 
proportion is 16 to 1, if the population is 
taken as 200, 

Here is a rural community inhabited 
by coun people, plenty of sunshine, 
air, and good water and # good climate. 
There is no excuse for dirt or filth any- 
where. Why should anybody have con- 
sumption there? Since it is set out in 
the title that this is a silk mill village, 
the first answer'is the ustry. The 
mill must be unhealthy or else the art 
of making silk must be one that causes 
consumption. But this was a pretty 
stable population. Pretty much all the, 
people there were old time heighbors and 
friends. Dr. McBrayer could go among 
them ‘and talk with them about all the 
folks, living and dead. 

This is what he found: Consumption 
had appeared in only twenty-five of the 
ninety-two families in the village. In 
fact, when the different family intermar- 
riages were all straightened out it was 


found that only thirteen of\the families 


had contributed to the sum total of con- 
sumption. 
families had not had one case. But 
when it got into a family it would not 
stop until it had wiped out that family. 
For instance, about twenty years ago 
Mrs. D., a widowed consumptive with 
two grown married sons, found it neces- 
sary to leave the home in which her 
family had been reared and to come to 
this villagé to live with one of her chil- 
dren. The son who made a home for 
her contracted consumption. Each mem- 
ber of his family eventually died of it. 
\ The second son cared for the mother for 
a while. He caught. consumption and 
died of it, ag did his entire family in the 
course of a few years. Two other fami- 
lies into which consumption was brought 
by a relative coming in from the outside 
had a record that was almost as bad. 


Had this small silk n mill village a home 
in which these visiting sick relatives 
could have been cared for in comfort 
and with safety to everybody, how much 
money, as well as how many lives, might 
have been saved! A study of the cases 


| showed that fifty-five had developed in 
| @ house with another case, nine had de- requires modification of habits. A physician} 


veloped in the house next to a case, and 
only six showed no such exposure. This 
is in almost exact accord with the results 
of a study made by the United States 
public health service in a rural district 
in Wisconsin. The figures given in that

sates were—80 per cent in persons in the 

e house with a case of tuberculosis, 
in houses next door to & case, 
and the remainder not in close proximity 
to a cases. 

Dr. MeBrayer concluded that the infec- 
tio! was due to the people themselves 
and got to the house, I haye lived in a 
town and I know the evil reputation 
which certain houses have. Dr. Me- 
Brayer found all sorts of proof that the 
houses in which consumptives had lived 
were safe enough, even though they had 
not been disinfected qr fumigated. The 


infection came from careless contacts 


with the infected people in the houses. 

Most people have an idea that all the 
people have some degree of tuberculosis 
infection. Careful tests showed that in 
this village, where consumption was 
eight times as prevalent as the average, 
only half the people showed evidence of 
any infection. Of course, of these only 
a small proportiom would ever have ac- 
tive 

NEED PROTEINS TO LIVE. 

G. E. C. writes: “ Will you please pub- 
lish a list of protein foods, such as meat, 
beans, etc., those that have an excess of 
protein, as I wish to go on a protein-free 
diet for a couple of months in an effort 


to relieve a bad case of constipation and 


autointoxication, which I am told come 
“— an excess of proteins.” 
REPLY. 

About the only protein-free foods are sugar 
and pure fats such as lard, milk, free butter, 
cod liver oil, and olive oil. Bacon and fat 
middling contain very little protein. All 
other foods have a fair proportion of it. 
Among the high protein foods are all forms 
of lean meat, including fish, fowl, and eggs, 
cheese, dry milk, and concentrated milk prep- 


arations, dried peas and beans, including soy 


beans, You could not live two months on a 
protein-frée diet. You may want to go on 
a low protein diet. If so live on fruits, 
watery vegetables, fats, and a moderate 
amount of bread and milk, preferably sour 
milk. If you wish to overcome constipation 
combine a good deal of bran with the cereal] 
from which the bread is made. A part bran 
cereal can be used also. -

TAX ON SALES IS 
BEGUN BY SMOOT 


Washington, D. C., April 27.—[Spe- 
celal.J—Senator Smoot of Utah, the 
“watchdog of the treasury,” precipi- 
tated the first debate of the session on 
revenue questions today by advocating 
the adoption of his sales tax plan. His 
argument drew sharp criticism from 


western senators, notably Kenyon of 
lowa and McCumber of North Dakota, 
indicating that the measure has some 
stormy sailing ahead of it. 

Senator Smoot gave notice that when 
revenue revision comes before the sen- 


the imposition of a general sales tax 
of 1 per cent in Neu of the excess 
profits tax. He estimated that his plan 
would yield an annual revenue Of not 
less than $1,500,000,000. 

Senator McCumber challenged Sena- 
tor Smoot’s assertion that the total 
of the sales tax, where applied on a 
number of sales, would not exceed 
2% per cent. He insisted that it would 
mean 1 per cent tax for every ex- 
change made. Senator Smoot correct- 
ed thie by stating that the 1 per cent 
tax which he proposed merely applied 
to the profit taken on the sale and not 
to the cost plus the profit.

Her college work was 
done at the Packer Collegiate institute 
in Brooklyn, N. ¥Y. In 1859 she came 
west alone, having obtained a position 
as teacher in the Madison, Wis., High 
échool. In 1863 Miss Coues married 
Attorney Flower of Madison. They 
‘moved to Chicago ten years later. 
In 1875 Mrs. Flower became a mem- 
ber of the board of trustees of the 
Chicago Half-orphan asylum, and later 
a member of the board of the Chicago 
Home for the Friendless.

Judge ScanlanRaps Those 
Who Dodge Jury Duty. 


Judge Kickham Scanlan yesterday 
declared busineas men of Chicago are 
slackers in civic duty. Men who per- 


sistently evade jury service and who 
have “stood idly by while grafters 
preyed upon the business and labor 
world until now grafting has bécome 
a lucrative profession in this country,” 
were warned by the judge that this 
indifference threatens the business life 
of Chicago. 

Judge Scanlan was not on his Cir- 
cuit court bench when he spoke. He 
was one of three speakers before the 
Chicago Association of Commerce fol- 
lowing a luncheon in the Hotel La 
Salle. Edwin W. Sims, president of 
the Chicago crime commission, and 
Calvin Fentress, lawyer and banker, 
also spoke on “ Lawlessness.”’ 


crime,. saying that business interests 
must decide *‘ whether the backbone 
of professional crime is to be broken 
or whether society in this locality is 
to be murdered and plundered as be- 
fore.” 

Slackers, Judge Says. 

“The business man,” Judge Scanlan 

said, “has been a slacker when called 
upon to help fight against crime. Day 
after day and week after week, he 
‘swears’ himself out of jury service, 
frequently declaring under oath he is 
too ‘ prejudiced’ to sit, on a case when 
he does not even’ know what the 
charge against the defendant may be, 
or even the name of the man up for 
trial. 
“And many of you refuse to vote. 
How long do you suppose the present 
intolerable conditions would exist if 
you did your full civic duty in the 
premises? You have seen alleged busi- 
ness mtn conspire with alleged labor 
leaders to the injury of hdénest business 
men and honest labor men, and until 
you have driven these miserable con- 
spirators into the sunlight and brand- 
ed them so that all men may know 
them for what they’ are you are rec- 
reant to your civic duties and dbliga- 
tions, and you are temporizing with a 
menace that, if it is not speedily 
checked, threatens the very business 
life of Chicago.* 

Old Chicagoans Fought Grafters. 

“ How long do you suppose the men 
who built Chicago would have tolerat- 
ed such a condition? They wiped out 
anarchy when it dared lift its head in 
this community; they brought about 
the ‘booddle prosecutions’ of thirty-five 
years ago that kept clean public offices 
for many years thereafter; they were 
courageous and patriotic and when 
evils confronted them, they fought, 
as honest, brave Americans should.”
